subordinate & question.

many questions, but they are always 
written. 


In order to get an idea of how soon 


a report might be expected from a 
clerk in the adjoining room the fol 
lowing Is cited as 
an illustration 


This chief called a messenger, who 
sent him a stenographer from 
other room. To the stenographer he 
dictated the question he had in mind: 
the stenographer took I* in pothooks, 
transcribed them and then handec 
the note to^he chief. The latter then 
called the messenger again, and in 
that way got at the clerk from whom 
he wanted the information. 


It is a rule of the office that replies 


must be written so as to embody the 
question -which is to be answered. 


The clerk answered the note by say- 


ing that in answer to the inquiry he 
Imd the honor to report as follows: 
'Tomorrow." 
The committee has found that 


the Treasury there are rules prescrib- 
ing exactly how letters are to be 
written.

is 


follows." 
In ordinary English 


follows" is followed 
with a colon. 


The Treasury rules of composition, 
however, require a period to be used 
after that word.

Gomez y Baea 


was one of the famous soldiers of the 
Nineteenth ceutury, 
and probably 


more than any other man aided in 
the liberation of Cuba, He was born 
in Santo Domingo in. 1S3S, and re- 
ceived but meager education. Foi 
years he toiled at the usual occupa- 
tions, and was little 
known uuti! 


1864, when Santo Domingo's auton 
omy was attacked by acer tain fac- 
tion of greedy Spaniards, Tvho de- 
sired to annex the island to Spain 
For reasons never divulged, Gornea 
decided to fight against his own 
country, and joined 
the Spanish 


army. 
He was jpeedily rewarded 


with a captaincy in a regiment, oi 
which the notorious Valoriano Wey- 
ler, later captain, general of Cuba, 
was the colonel. It is on record that 
Gomez fought valiantly, and was 
made a major for his services, but 
when the invaders were driven from 
:he island 
Gomez "went to live in 


7uba under 
the protection of the 


Spanish flag. Hpre for a long time 
ie was maintained on half-pay by 
:he Madrid government. . 


SPANISH RULE DISGUSTS. 


Gomez soon got in touch with the 


Cuban patriots, and his 
political 


iews underwent a radical change. 
Ht became disgusted with Spanish 
•ule, and especially -with the cruelty 
and dishonesty of Vilar, -who com- 
manded the army. Occasion arisingj 
he quarreled with and assaulted the 
ipauish commander, and, of course, 
11 his connections with the Span- 
arils at once ceased. 
He left Ha- 


uia aud apparently settled down as 
planter. The insurrection of 1887- 


JS brought Mm to the front as a 
.atriot. Gomez joined the rebels and 
vas made colonel by Cespedes, who 
it that time bore the title of Cuban 
•resident. 
He proved to be active 


ind able and an indomitable fighter, 
and after Agromonte's death lie was 
jut in command of the insurgents in 
iamag'iiey province, 


HEAD OF CUBAN AHMY. 


The rebellion was crushed, how- 
ver, and Gomez found that it was 
'Ccessary to leave Cuba. 
He first 


vent to Jamaica and later to his'na- 
ive country, Santo Domingo, where 
ie lived on a farm until 1SS5, when 
he second revolution in Cuba, broke 
iut. 
At once lie hurried to Cuba, 


,nd was made general in chief of the 
.attered forces of the republic. 
He 


lid little open fighting, but accom- 
ilished much by (harassing the Span- 
irds and destroying their supplies. 
Ie was more dreaded by the Span- 
ards than were Maceo and Garcia, 


Gomez was a strategist of abil- 


ly and at all times was wUy and 
•rary. The other Cuban leaders were 
•urricane fighters when the oppor- 
'.inity offered, but Gomez never for- 
ot that rifles and ammunition were 
ard to get and tiii- a fallen patriot 
ould not be replaced leadily. Eence 
is policy of guerrilla warfare. 


UNITED STATES ACTS. 


Cruel reprisals by the Madrid gov- 
rnment finally horrified the civ- 
ized world nnd compelled the inter- 
ention of the "United States to end 
he war; and when, in 1898, Ameri- 
an troops were landed in Cuba, 
-omez put his small forces at the 
isposal of the American commaud- 
rs as speedily as possible. He was 
ontimied in command of the Cubans 
nt.il March, 1899, when hu was de- 
osed by the assembly for "traitor- 
usly receiving for his army the §3,- 
00,000 voted by the United States 
overnment." Since that time little 
as been heard of the veteran fight- 
r, whom General Fitahugh Lee once 
escribed as *'a grim, resolute, hon- 
,t, conscientious, grizzled veteran." 
t r?nerally is conceded that Gomez 
uccessfully practiced the tactics that 
t was necessary to employ to waste

made it clear that Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff, for one, opposed his hav- 
ing anythi/.g to do with the peace 
negotiations. 


HAS MTO PEACE MISSION. 


Asked concerning the report that 


he is going abroad, charged with a 
mission in regard to the negotiations 
for peace, M. Witte replied, his words 
being given literallyj as they con- 
tran much hidden meaning: 


:Wo, I certainly will uofc go 911 sucli 


a mission for three reasons: The last 
of them is that I shall do everything 
to avoid it. 
Even if the rumor of 


Lamsdorff's 
resignation 
is 
true 


which I insist is not the case, the 
main situation would not be changed 
and the first and third reason^ would 
hold for me. 


'Nothing that Russia has gone 


through is surprising. I gave warn- 
ing in due time that only the match- 
wood of Rojestve-nsky's squadron 
would reach Vladivostok. In a word, 
I justly earned the nickname of a 
croaking raven. 
I do not 'see that 


affairs have yet taken a turn which 
makes my services desirable. I will 
say more—even now, I cannot ob- 
serve a definite desire to change the 
direction of the current. The bed of 
the on-rushing stream remains the 
same. Only the obstacles in its path 
grow more numerous and foaming 
rapids indicate the danger points. 


PEACE MUST BE LASTING. 
'As for peace Japan will not even 


be willing to discuss a basis which 
would not insure peace for at least 
fifty years. Her conditions doubtless 
have also considerably increased. 
She will of course agree to open ne- 
gotiations on her own. soil without 
mediators with a person whom Rus- 
sia will clothe with special powers. 
Herein lie the real sources of the 
rumors originating in the Berlin and 
London cabinets about my trip. 


"Yes, there is truth in what you 


say, but you see different estimate 
is put upon the men abroad. People 
there are better informed and appre- 
ciate more clearly the conditions pre- 
vailing in Russia than we do here. 
Russia could prolong the war for five 
years in the hope 
of coming out 


victorious were it not for the events 
in the interior to which they are 
closing their eyes and stopping their 
ears and trying- to know 
nothing 


about 
Here lies the horror of the 


present situation in Russia. 
Every 


hour of delay is fraught with danger. 
Down, down> lower and lower—step 
by step."

first crop cut was over four feet in 
hoirvht mid weighed 3,471 pounds; 
secJ:ui crop cut this year from the 
same field was over three feet high 
•.^nd weighed 2.340 pounds, making

third crop 
did not

weighed 1,750 pounds at the rate of 
31-2 tons to the acre.

WHAT ASHES ABE WORTH. 


Wood ashes not only contains pot- j 


ash, but serve to loosen stiff soils and 
perform valuable service as a chem- 
ical reagent. This is due to the large 
proportion of lime contained in the 
•ashae—about 35 per cent.—which is 
in the best form in which it can be 
used. 
About 120 pounds of potash 


is the proportion in a ton of wood 
ashes, while 700 pounds of lime ac- 
companies it. These proportions may 
be more or less, according to the kind 
of wood from, which the ashes are 
obtained. 
Ashes are worth only $6 


per ton, according to the above pro- 
portions, so far as the actual potash 
is concerned, though the lime and 
otiher substances contained possess 
value, the phosphoric acid ranging 
from 2 to 5 per cent 


STRAWBERRIES IN STOOLS. 


Some prefer the strawberries to 


grow in matted rows, hut if large 
fruit is desired next year try the ex- 
periment of "stools" or single plants. 
Select a. single row and pinch off Qie 
ruutiers as fast as they appear.

have to be helped to their feet before 
grass comes. 


TO KEEP STRING BEANS. 


If there is a surplus crop of string 


beans they may be packed away in 
sail for use in winter. 
They can be 


so kept until beruis come again. 
No 


cron is more easily grown than string 
beans, as they grow rapidly and are 
usually very prolific. 
Being a sum- 


mer crop, they may be had iu succes- 
sion until frost

Do not sow spring wheat that is 
nted -with smut. 
If you do you 


wil have a smutty 
crop. If your 


seed shows smut, particularly 
the 


kind known as "stinking smut," it 
can ba easily rendered harmless by 
the blueatone treatment. 


Fill a ban-el two-thirds full of the 


solution of one pound of bluestoue 
(sujphjito of copper) to two to four 
gallons of -water, using the weaker 
solution for wheat badly smutted. 
Partially fill gunny sacks or other 
open receptacle with wheat and ini- 
mersQ in the solution for a 
few 


minutea, moving 
the sack up and 


down and shaking or kneading it so 
that every 
kernel 
is thoroughly 


wetted, starring if necessary. 


Place sacks 
or oth&r receptacles 


coii'taining tllie wet wheat where the 
solution will drain, out. 
If conven- 


ient catch and save the drip. The 
solution should reach all surfaces of 
every kernel, and it is desirable to 
have the wheat as little wet as nec- 
essary ;o avoid trouble in drying. 


When the water 
ceases dripping 


pour the wheat on the barn floor and 
shovel every 
few 
hours till dry 


enough to sow, or if to be kept some 
days, dry thoroughly enough to store 
without danger of heating. 


The drying may be facilitated by 


mixing with 
the wet wheat land 


plaster or slaked lime, or even dust 
or nsihes which contain no grit which 
might injure the feeding device of 
the seeding machine. 


Slaked lime stops the action of the 


bluua-toue and it should not be ap- 
plied till after the solution has been 
on the wheat for half an hour. 
The 


lime not only helps to dry the wheal 
bu-t slops the slightly injurious ac- 
tion of the bluestone on the seed. 


It is necessary to renew the quan- 


tity of the solution, and for this pur- 
pose tire prepared solution may be 
kept ready in other barrels.

The expenses and receipts; 


rom animals are unknown to some 
'aroiers. 
It is estimated that it 


requires four acres to keep a cow, and 
the value of land as rent should be 
charged against h*r as so much ex- 
pense, which she must pay before her 
milk will give a profit. On the other 
ide. a cow will leave about $10 worth 
of manure on the four acres, which 
should be deducted from the, rent 
jhaiges. 


Plnnt foods vary in composition, 


and the most fertile farm may lack 
n some particular element of fer- 
ility. 
Manure that does not con- 


:ain all the essential element* that 
;entl to recuperate the soil is not in 
tself complete. 
It -will, of course, 


enrich the soil, but as the soil does 
not receive from the manure all that 
t yielded in the shape of food, no 
igures are necessary to demonstrate 
:hat in the course of time the sale 
of milk will exhaust the soil of plant 
foods (mostly of nitrogen), including 
iotash, phosphates and other mineral 
matter. 


It is admitted that a grass crop 


will be largely assisted to secure 
nitrogen by the rains (which bring 
down 'ammonia and nitric acid), and 
with clover (with the aid of bacteria), 
aut these sources do not admit of de- 
riving the potash and phosphates. 


The nitrogen so secured is but a 


small proportion as compared with 
that daily sold in the milk, the to- 
tal amount of milk annually leav- 
ing some farms being many dozen 
cai>3. 
The amount of nitrogen, pot- 


ash and phosphate sold from farms 
tha': provide for large herds cannot 
easi'y DO estimated, but suffice it to 
say that the quantity, though not 
apparent, is very large, and in the 
course of a few years the soil must 
certainly be affected. 


It is not always the food purchased 


that gives profit, hut the prevention 
of loss of fertility of the" soil. When- 
the cattle are fed on grain and oil 
meal, in addition to.a more bulky ra- 
tion, the manure will be made more 
valuable. 
If the grain is grown on 


the farm the fields that produce it 
must be suppled with nitrogen and 
the phosphates. The farmer or dairy- 
man who purchases grain or hay 
brings back to his farm that which 
was lost in the milk; but if he does 
not purchase food, he must procure 
instead ground bone, 
super-phos- 


phate, potash, nitrate 
of soda,, or 


some other form of fertilizer mate- 
rial. 


SCALES ON THE FARM. 


They Will Save the Cost in a Few 


Months. 


The farm scales are a necessity not 


realized until once possessed. 
Be- 


fore they are our ow» they are look- 
ed upon as a nice accessory, a curiosi- 
ty-satisfyer. But there is more busi- 
ness about the matter than the abili- 
ty to prove one's shrewdness in 
guessing the weight of a horse. Un- 
less w« make practical application of 
tliis, it auatters little whether Tim or 
John guessed its weight most nearly. 


When feeding for fattening, how- 


ever, it is1 quite important to know 
just how fast the animal is gaining; 
and whether the food that is being 
consumed in the process is going to 
yiold better returns than if sold di- 
rect. 


Then when the stock is ready to 


sell and is sold by the pound the pro- 
fessional buyer has the advantage de- 
cidedly. 
Ditto, if the amount is 


lumped off. Besides, if driven several 
miles to the scales the animal will 
worry or run off quite a little flesh. 
This the butcher well knows, and 
makes his plans accordingly. Thus 
one made a certain offer per pound 
and was accepted promptly. "You will 
drive it to Mr. S's to weigh, I sup- 
pose," (designating a place a couple 
of miles distance.)

rule; yet therfe is a satisfaction in 
feeling assured that you have not 
been cheated; or if you have, there is 
strong enough proof of :t to justify a 
.protest, or at least to find- a more hon- 
est buyer n-ext time. 


Experiments in feeding different 


rations may be easily carried on and 
the greatest profit thereby realized 
from the feed at.ihand. 


In short, the scales reduce feeding 


to a system; lift one from the plane 
of guess-work to that of reality; re- 
lieve him of dependence npon the 
honor of another, and stamp him as 
capable of conducting (his business 
with the same exactness as that of a 
merchant or other dealer. 


RULES FOR MILKING. 


The following rules of the Mich- 


igan Experiment Station are worthy 
of adoption by every farmer: 


I. The cow should be sound, no 


disease should exist in the animal. 


-2. The feed should be good and 


odors or flavors to appear in the 
milk. 


3. The cow should "be groomed 


and hair about the udder preferably 
clipped. 


4. The udder should be moistened 


during milking. 


5. The milker should he a neat 


tidy person. 


6 
The milker should be free from 


disease and should not come in con- 
tact with any 
communicable 
dis- 


ease. 


7. The milker's hands and clothes 


mould be clean while milking. 


8. The pail should "be sterilized. 
9 The stall should be such as to 


reduce the amount of disturbance of 
dust and dirt. 


10. There should be good light, 


good ventilation- and good drainage 
in the stable. 


II. Tho stable should always be 


I clean. 


12. Feeding and bedding, unless 


moist, should be done after milking. 


13. A dustless milking room is de- 


sirable. 


14. Milk should not stand ii> the 


stable. 


15. If milk is areated, it should 


be done before cooling and in pure 


10- The sooner the -milk is cooled 


after milking the better. 


17. Keep the milk as cold as pos- 


sible, when once cooled.

Importance ot Care of Body. 


But, though physical health offers the 


foundation aioiies of the "temples of 
euccesB" aud the "temple of peace and 
happiness," It is amuziug how men am] 
women will deliberately go forth and 
ruin their physical frames. 
They 


would uot treufc horeuilesb as fiiey treat 
their owu bodlus. Horsodesh they look 
upon as valuable, aud yet they do not 
seem to think that their physical bodies 
are valuable also. Some time ago I 
WBS riding through tlie country on one 
of the most famous etaye routes of 
world. About every ten or twelve miles 
the driver would rein In hia tenm, and 
then we would get a relay of horses. I 
found that every little while he would 
stop the horses and give them time to 
catch their breath. Then I eetd: "I 
suppose It Is a very easy matter to find 
drivers for thin stage line. The pay I: 
good. The positions are absolutely as- 
sured to the .iyeu as loug as they be 
have themselves. Some of these driv- 
ers have been In the employ of this 
company for ten, fifteen, even for twen- 
ty years." "Oh, yea," was the answer, 
"It's easy enough for the company to 
get drivers, but very difficult to get 
the right kind of drivers. A driver 
who is careless caii ruin these horses 
In a 
1 few. weeks. He will water them 


when tliey ought not to be watered. He 
will push tlteiii hai'd when they should 
be allowed to go slow. He will feed 
them when they should not be fed. Ou 
the other hand, the longer some drivers 
handle their horses the stronger tin 
horses become." Then the driver lifted 
his whip uud cut the forward off horse 
as he said: "That horse there is ovi 
twenty years old. He is a good, strong 
animal yet. That one by his side is 
only five. He is good for fifteen years 
of future eervlcc. 
The reason our 


horses last so long and do so much hard 
work is because we treat them right." 
The reason muuy aaeu's-physical bodies 
give out and tumble into premature 
graves is because their owners do not 
look after them uud core for them. 


But aa there are physical valetudi- 


narians, so there arc mental. As there 
are scores imd hundreds of phys- 
ical cripples who hobble around ou

"We first met these mental cripples, 
or mental dependents in our school- 
room. One of them was our seat mate. 
If there was a bard problem iu equa- 
tions, or algebra, or trigonometry, he 
always sat by .our side, chewing tlie 
end of his pencil and looking around 
the room, until wo had worked out 
the answer, and then he calmly copied 
It off and turned in our work as his 
own. 
In school daya I bad one of 


those mental leeches by my side. For 
days and weeks be always copied my 
work. And what Was my surprise in 
one examination, he received a higher 
mark than I, although his paper was 
mine, practically In tato. 
He was 


mentally capable, but he simply would 
not work. 


We find these mental weaklings or 


dependents everywhere around us ha 
the world. You iiave one in all proba- 
bility in your domestic servant She 
will do what you(toll her to do, but un- 
less you furnish her your brain and 
thinking power she Is'pt no more prac- 
tical use In the world than a lifeless 
stick. Instead of rising a litlje earlier 
than tho family and getting her work 
well under way she does not get up 
till you call her. After breakfast she 
Just alts. $hen you come to 'her and 
Bay, "Wary, I wlgh you would sweep 
up the parlor .and dust the mantels." 
"Yes, ma'am." Two hours later, going 
Into the room, you find Alary leaning 
out of the window and watching the 
children playing In the street You 
Bay: "Mary, this is cleaning day. Oon't 
yoo do something besides stare out of 
the window? Have you swept the par- 
lor floor?" "Yes, ma'am." "Then why 
did you not go ahead aud make up the 
beds?" "Because, ma'am, you did not 
tell me to do it, ma'am." "Well, then 
go nhetf& and make the beds." "Yes, 
ma'am." 
Two hours later you come 


back from some shopping and market- 
ing, find there you find Mary gossiping 
with the cook in the kitchen, aud the 
front porch Is dirty, and tlie rugs are 
all askew In the halls, and tho wash- 
Ing has not been put away. 
"Mary, 


Mary," you cry, losing all your pa- 
tience, "what Is the matter with you? 
Why are yon sitting idly there? Have 
you fixed the halls and cleaned tho 
bathroom and put away the washing?" 
"No, 
ma'am." 
"Why have you not 


done these things?" "Because, ma'am, 
you never told me to do that, ma'am." 
"Well, go and do them now." "Yes, 
ma'am." Now, Mary is not a physlcoj 
weakling. 
Bho Is a mental cripple. 


She will not take an interest in things. 
She will do what she Is told to do, but 
not one thing else will sho do. And, 
my friend, It Is your duty and mine to 
mentally wiike up. It Is our duty to 
prepare ourselves for mental toll. 
Having eyes with which to see, It Is 
our business to see. Having cars with 
which to hear, It is our business to 
hear. God expecta every man to bear 
a physical burden. He also expects

was well Illustrated by Henry Word 
Beecher In a remarkable tddreM he 
made some years ago. "Hare Is one 


young man seeking financial employ- 
ment He knocks at the door of the 
world, uud the call is sounded, 'Come 
In! Want employment? What con you 
do?1 'Oil,' auawers the young man, *J 
am a laborer. I can do Just what I am 
told to do. no more and no less.1 Than 
a» a common laborer crawl down Inta 
the lowest ditches of life, and I will 
give you just a bare subsistence for a 
livelihood, for I have to tell you every- 
thing. You tbiuk nothing, therefore you 
shall receive practically nothing for 
your toll.' Another yuuug man conies 
to tho door and knocks. 'Come In! 
What can you do?' 'Well, I can do al- 
most anything that I am told to do. but 
I also have one finger that thinks. I 
em a skiljed mechanic.' *Go to yonder 
bench,' say? the world. 'As you thmk a 
Uttle, I will pay you n little more than 
the nmn who does not thmk at all,' 
Another young man knocks. 'Come In! 
What con you do?' 'I can do anything 
that I am told to do, but I also have 
ten fingers that think. I am a musi- 
cian.' Then, as a musician, go stljl 
higher.

I will pay theo more than the mechanic 
because ihou hast ten thinking fljugers.'

But aa Paul-begins to strap the dif- 


ferent loads upon a man's hack, as 
the Arabs of the east weight down 
their camels for the doEert journey, 
and yet tlie man grows stronger tiud 
stronger as he be.irs those buvdons, I 
sea Paul lift aaotht-r heavy burden and 
place it above the top of the physical 
and the mental burdens. 
TUis- last 


burden is the love-burden of the home. 
When Ea-ul saye, "Every man shall 
bear his own burden," he also seems 
to say: "Every man. If possible, shall 
care for his aged father and helpless 
old mother. He shall core for his wife 
and children. He shall look after his 
helpless brothers aud sisters. And in 
coving "for these domestic love burdens 
he la also developing himself and in- 
creasing big own strength."

Who are tho gitmta physically, men- 
tally, mornlly and spiritually? 
Are 


they the nion who gtpw up with the 
Idea that they would not take uuto 
themselves a wife aud tha care of chil- 
dren uutU great financial sucoess was 
theiw aud they cauld live In "EJasy 
street?" DhJ they refuse to marry un- 
til they could take their brides to as 
fine a home as that In which the girls' 
fathers aud mothers were passing the 
evening time of their lives? No, lu- ; 
evitably they are tho men who hud i 
nothing to start with but two stout ! 
arms, a clear brnln and a willingness ! 
to work. Hardly had they got a foot- ! 
hold in business when they married, i 
They married mostly on "faith, hope i 
and charity," for they had uot much j 
else In sight Thou catno tho children, i 
Aud In those young men's struggles to 
j 


provide for their little ones and to lift j 
the burden of domestic love they de- 
veloped their strength to herculean 
proportions. 


There has been a great deal of fun 


made of President Iloosevelts denun- 
ciation of those who would shirk the 
burdens of the home and uot marry 
when they ought to man:y, but I be- 
lieve Theodore Roosevelt Is right. And 
I would furthermore state that one of 
tho great reasons why I believe our 
forefathers were men of flueli sterling 
worth was because they not only be- 
lieved In having n homa, but they, also 
believed that tho greatest honor Which 
could corae to a man was to train up 
a large family of boys and girls for 
Cod. And did they not train well their 
large families of children? When Bam- 
uef the prophet came to the house of 
Jesse to auoiut one of Jesse's sons king 
of Israel the proud father presented to 
the man of God his ee^en strapping 
boys. But Jesse was not prouder of 
bis eons thap some of the noted New 
England divines were of their children. 
Only the other day I was reading over 
fl list of tho families of these theolo- 
5iana who so mightily helped to make 
this country what It Is today. Let me 
read tho list to you: Rev. Increase 
Mather bad ten children. Rev. Peter 
Hobart had eleven children.

Edwood Taylor, had fourteen chil- 
dren. Rev, Njithan Birdsoye, one of 
ny own direct ancestors and one of 


most noted of Connecticut divines, 


iad sixteen children. The great Rev. 
John Sherman had twenty-sis children. 
Jonathan Edwards had twelve chil- 
dren. 
Lymou Beecher, who was tho 


Bather of more brains than any Arner- 
cau,who ever lived, hod thirteen cull 
Iron. These men as well as their lead- 
Ing parishioners, most of whom were 
lathers and mothers of large families, 
levnlopcd themselves and, I beileve. 
jewuue the strong men and women 
hey were largely through the domestic 
oads they voluntarily set themselves 
:o lift. 
"When young men and young 


women shirk the duty of going to the 
marriage altar because tlie duties thoce 
are heavy they stunt tholr moral and 
nental and physical growth Instead of 
ncreasiug their stature thereby.

"Then, my dear, if tbe 
medicine you take cannot do me auy 
good, neither by the law of salvation 
can you take from Christ my spiritual 
redemption and life.
